American as Well as English Capital 
in This Scheme to Bival 
Stikine Bonte. 



Ni:w York, Feb. 2'A. — A Waaliington 
despatch to the Tribune says: Tbe indi- 
cations are that the facilities for reaching 
the Klondike gold region !n Alaska in a 
comparatively short time will bo ample 
to meet all reuBonable demands. Trust- 
worthy information has reauhed here 
from London to tho eflect that a syndi- 
cate of English and American capitalists 
has perfected arrangements for ttie con- 
struction from theheadof Lynn Canalover 
White Pass and thence by a route al- 
ready located to a point on tlio Yulfon 
river below the rapids and all otlier ob- 
structions, to clear and safe navigation. 
The road will be about 350 miles in 
length and from the point where it 
meets the Yuiion there is eiiid to be 
amply sufficient water at all times, malt- 
ing the trip to Dawson the Ehortcat yet 
proposed. 

The London managers of the proposed 
road have been in cable correspondence 
with government officials for some time 
as to whether the United States would 
place any obstacleo in tbe way of the 
the conaummation of tbe proposed plan. 
They have been unofficially informed 
that the .people of the Unfted States 
probably would welcome any prop- 
erly constructed road which would 
meet the increasing demand for 
transportation into the IClondike. 

Attention was called to the fact that 
some time ago it was announced that 
the Dominion j^overnment bad under 
consideration a bill granting to a syndi- 
cate the exclusive right to build a rail- 
way across its border into the Yul^on, 
thus ahuttingout American competition. 
The Canadian plan, it is understood, 
contemplated the building of a road 
from a point on the Stikine river 
to the Yukon. The new company, who, 
it ia said, will begin operations within a 
Short time, hold a charter from the 
Canadian government which was granted 
some time ago for a road along the route 
stated and hence any charter granted to 
tbe Canadian company referrred to must 
be made subject to the prior right to the 
White Pass project. 



AVALANCHE AT QUEBEC. 

Two Houses Destroyed and Four Persons 
Killed, While Several Miraculously 
Escape. 

QuKiiKc, Feb. 23. — (Special)— Four 
ivea were lost by an avalanche at South 
Ciuebec, abnat 7:30 last night. Two 
houses were destroyed, built directly un- 
der the ci ff, opposite and a little west 
of the Victoria Hotel. The disaster oc- 
curred suddenly, without a moment's 
warning. One house was crushed down 
by the weight of snow from above, while 
the uppT stories of the other were cut 
clean off from the first story and over- 
turned in front of it upon tbe street. A 
whole family named Labrecque were in 
this upper part of the bonse during its 
Bomorsaalt and escaped practically uu- 
iiurt. In tbe lower flat resided one 
Angers, bis wife and six children. The 
father and two children, aged two and 
live respectively, were taken out dead. 
Mrs. Anners is in a critical condition.

THE DOUBLE DBOWNING. 

Further Particulars of the Recent Accident 
off Salt Spring Island. 

A correspondent sends the following 
more complete story of the very aad ac- 
cident at Salt Spring Island, on Satur- 
day evening last, by which two young 
men, residents of the Island, lost their 
lives; 

" The diiy had been very stormy, a 
strong eoutheast gale setting in towards 
evening. At about 5 :.'iO p.m. Moaers. 
Harold W. Scotland George V. Sinedley 
started in a small boat from the Ganges 
Harbor wharf to cross the water to their 
own liomo, Weatlield, on the opposite 
shore. Nothing more was seen or heard 
of tliein until tho following afternoon, 
Bunday, when tlie boat tliey ha<i ueeu 
was found lying in a disabled condition 
on the shore. A. Iiat and other articles 
on the beaqh made it evident that there 
bad been an accident, and shortly after- 
wards the two bodies were found near to 
one another on a reef, covered by three 
or four feet of water. Tho following day, 
Monday, an inquest was held, and a ver- 
dict rendered of ' accidental death by 
drowning.' Tho young men were both 
very pojiular on the Island and the 
gloom caused l)y their nntim'dy death 
ia universal. j\Ir. Scott was 20 years of 
aiie, and was the eiglith son of the late 
Walter .Scott, V,n\., of liradford, ^'ork- 
shire, and jMr. Smediey, who was aged 
2'2, was a native of Bnrton-on-Tront. 
From the position in which tho bodies 
were found there is reason to believe 
that Mr. Scott, who was a powerful 
swimmer, was himself droiimed in his 
efforts to save the life of bis younger 
comrade, Smcdley." 

The funeral took place from St. Marks' 
church, yesterday.

Telegram says editorially : "Good luck 
to the C.P.R. Canada's sympathies will 
be entirely with the CP. 11. in the light 
which it is mating to secure a lion's 
share of the trafiic to the Vukon. it is 
not in the interests either of Canada or 
of the C.P.R. that a dollar should go to 
an American line if the C.P.R. can di- 
vert the dollar to itaown coffers. 

" The Grand Trunk has businees in- 
terests which encourage it to send traffic 
to the Yukon via American routes. 
These interests are entirely opposed to 
Canada's interests. It would be un- 
reasonable to expect the Grand Trunk 
to be patriotic and to lose money by al- 
lowing paBsengers to travel over the C. 
P.R. It would be just as unreasonable 
to expect Canada to take tbe basiness 
view of the question and to therefore 
withdraw its sympathy and sapport 
from tbe O.P.R., which in the fight has 
no interests which are not the interests 
of Canada.

Star freight and jjassenger Bteamship 
Cymric, thelargest cargo carrier in the 
world, has arrived here on her maiden 
trip from Liverpool. She met rough 
weather all tiie way across, and she was 
forced to run at about three-quarter 
speed. Her time was 11 days, 2 hours 
and 49 minutes and her average speed 
11.53 knots. Her commander. Captain 
Henry St. George Lindsay, formerly of 
the Adriatic, says the Cymric is the 
atsadiest ship ho has ever been aboard. 
He put a glass full of water on one of 
tlio saloon tables when leaving Liver- 
pool and not a drop was spilled on tho 
passage. On her trial trip the Cymric 
made about 17 knots per hour. Her en- 
gineer, Richard Owens, expects to cover 
the distance between New York and 
Liverpool in about eight days. This is 
the same as tbe Britannic and Germanic 
when tbe seas are smooth. 



SAND STOEM AT SEA. 

The Heavens Obscured for Days by Red 
Sand Permeating the Air. 

PLYMOUTit, Feb. 23. — The steamer 
Roalyn Castle from Table Bay, arrived 
here to-day two days overdue. She re- 
ports that on Feljruary 1 she encoun 
tered what seemed to be a fog, but 
which proved to be a sand storm. The 
air was permeated with red sand and for 
;IOO milea the sun and stars were invisi- 
ble. Obeervations were impossible un 
til tho ship reached Madeira, and for the 
entire dist'ince the vessel worked her 
way by dead reckoning.

Ottawa, Feb. 23.-^Mr. Ogilvie esti- 
mates that there are in Yukon 100 milsB' 
of water stretches which could be dredged 
for gold. The applications now before 
the interior department cover 3,000 
miles. The Stewart river has been ap- 
plied for ten times over. 

Messrs. Wills and Livernash, repre- 
senting Klondike miners, have had an 
interview with Mr, Sifton regarding the 
regulations. The chief objection is to 
the high royalty. It is generally ex- 
pected that the government will reduce 
it to 2 per cent., and possibly 1. 

Trains from Montreal arrived this 
afternoon, tbe first in 60 hours. 

An important change has been made 
in the Canadian customs regulations, re- 
cently promulgated requirins; that goods 
purchased in Oabada and destined for 
tbe Yukon must be carried in British 
bottoms, otherwise full duties will be 
charged at the frontier ports^ A nnm- 
ber of companies, as for instance 
the Alaska Commercial Company, 
are purchasing suppliea in Canada 
and intend sending them to Dawson by 
way of St. Michael's. As it is unlikely 
that there will be any British vessels 
plying between Dawson and St. 
Michael's this year, it has been con- 
sidered unfair to purchasers of Canadian 
goods using this route that they should 
be compelled to pay duty on such sup- - 
plies. An order in council has accord- . 
ingly been passed which provides that 
during the season of 1898 goods pur- ■. 
chased in the Dominion, upon being 
properly certified, may enter the Yukon 
district free even if carried' in foreign 
bottoms, whether fromport'a'in the. Uni- 
ted States or in Canada. ' • ' .

New York Press Reports Inciting 
to Belief That "Maine" Wreck 
Was Planned. 



Otlicial Waruinff From Havana Tliat 
Bensatioual Humors Lack 
Proper Foundation. 



mited States Citizens Advised to 
Go Home— Fleet Preparing: for 
Hurried Service. 



Washington, Feb. 23.— The arrival of 
the mail to-day in Waahington from Key 
WsBt, bringing several private letters 
from naval oilicors lately attached to the 
Maine, caueed a wave of excitement to 
ran over the departments and the cap- 
ital, for there were all BortB of ramora aa 
to the contenta of these letters, though 
very lew of these rnmora had any sound 
basis. The only feature, so far as could 
be discovered, of real importance aa 
throwing any light on the cause of the 
oxpioaion contained in the lettersi was 
the statement that two after boilers in 
the boiler space were all of the right 
boilers of the Maine that were under 
steam at the time of the explosion. 
This fact had a negative value, for it 
dispoaed of the theory that an exploding 
boiler bad cauaed the wreck, i'he ex- 
perts all say that by no poasibility could 
the after boilers' explosion have wrecl:ed 
the fore part of the Maine and left the 
after part almoat unharmed. 

Much interest was shown in a des- 
patch received shortly before 3 o'clock 
ttom Admiral Sicard, giving the recom- 
mendations of Capt. Sampson, of the 
court of inquiry, aa to the raising of the 
wreck. The views of naval o£Qeer8 were 
that Capt. Sampson and bis aBsiatants 
were giving this advice, not as a court- 
martial, but as officers in a position to 
speak as to the best methods to be 
adopted for wrecking the Maine. 

Evidently the president of the court 
of inquiry ia fearful of the effect upon 
the public of ill-judged attempts to ac- 
count for the destruction of the Maine, 
for this afternoon he telegraphed Sec- 
retary Long, doubtless having in mind 
certain public actions of this morning, 
as follows; "Any reported interview 
with divers untrue. Every precaution 
baa been taken. Officers always pres- 
ent." 

A formal order was made out this 
afternoon for Lieut.-Coramander Wain- 
wright to take tbe atation at Havana 
and look after tbe government's inter- 
ests wbile the work of wrecking the 
Maine progresses. It has been arranged 
that be shall be subsisted on board one 
of the wrecking steamers. The big 
double-turretted monitor 'Terror re- 
itains under orders to stay in Hamp- 
ton Heads until further notice. It is 
likely that ahe will be sent to take the 
place of the Maine in the North Atlantic 
Equadron if not needed elsewhere. The 
officials, however, are loath to encumber 
battleships and speedier craft with the 
Terror, as she might retard the mantea- 
vres of tbe fleet. 

New YoiiK, Feb. 23. — A despatch to 
the World from Havana says : The situ- 
ation in liavana is more grave than it 
was a week ago. Although the officers 
of the naval bsard of inquiry preserve an 
impenetrable reserve, it ia learned that 
some of the best naval experts now be- 
lieve the explosion to have been tbe re- 
sult of treachery. They do not believe 
that Spanish officers took part in the 
conspiracy. From evidence now in their 
poasessiou they believe that the Spanish 
government, (Jeneral Blanco and all the 
military subordinates wore guiltless, 
alike of a knowledge of or participating 
iu the crime. The explosion is believed 
• io have been the work of S fanatic. 

Conaul-General Lee has , informally 
advised Americans not necessarily de- 
tained here to leave for home at once. 
<jlany familiea will sail by the steamer 
Olive to-morrow. This ia an indication 
that those on the ground realize the poB- 
isibility of trouble arising suddenly and 
their inability to protect the women and 
children if outbreii'KS occur. 
• Nkw YoitK, Feb. 23.— A dispatch to 
the Herald from Havana says: The 
further the inquiry into the cauaea which 
lead to the Maine disaster proceed, the 
more remote appears the chances that 
any evidence will bo discovered to show 
that the disaster was due to accident. 
The divers, when they penetrated into 
tbe forward part of the wreck, found that 
tbe whole forward part of the ship, from 
n point juat abaft the forward turret, 
bad been twisted fifteen or twenty 
degrees to starboard. That part of the 
vessel waa a wilderness of debris 
and curled and twisted plates. 
The sharp, jagced edges of some 
plates added danger to the difficulties of 
the divers, getting the life lines into a 
tanglo and fraying the corde. In one 
instance they almost cut through the 
rubber tube which supplied the divers 
with fresh air.

position of the bodies found in the 
wreck, one hundred of which were float- 
ing about in the torn compartments. A 
full score of these were examined by my 
informant. AU of these bodies were in 
hammocks, and all had the arms curved 
upwarda. It looked as if the men had 
been startled by some sudden shock of 
danger, and we/e in the act of reaching 
up .for the, hammock hooka to awing 
themselyeapn deck when death name. 
This seems to confirm what has already 
been said about there having been two 
explosions, the first startling the men 
into the act of rising from their ham- 
mocks, and tbe other dashing tbe life 
out ol them while they were in that 
position. 

Before the explosion the ten-inch mag- 
azine was located on the starboard side 
forward and beneath the forward turret. 
What is left of the magazine eeema to 
have been driven towards the port bow 
in a diagonal and forward direction. 
The six-inch magazine, which is located 
on the port side of the ship forward, was 
hurled in a direction directly opposite 
that of the ten-inch magazine. One of 
the copper cylindrical tanks for the six- 
inch magazine waa found by the divers 
in the wreck of that structure. It con- 
tained no powder charge. The ten-inch 
magazine has not been closely examined 
at this writing, but such inspection of 
it as was made leads to the belief that 
the big pile of twisted wreckage that lies 
about the top of it la oompoBed of unez- 
ploded ten-inch charges. 

The theory of two ezplosiona is borne 
out by the testimony of Senor Antonio 
Cabellero, a tobacco dealer, of Havana. 
Senor Cabellero was crossing on the ferry 
boat at the time of the disaster. He was 
familiar with the Maine, having paid 
several visits to that craft, and waa 
pointing out to a group of frienda on the 
ferryboat her peculiarities. There came 
at that instant, he says, a dull report 
from the forward part of the ship, an 
upheaval of a geyser of water about the 
boat, followed almost instantly by a ter- 
rible roar and a blinding flash of light. 
He ia positive about the first explosion, 
and Bays it waa noticed by hia compan- 
ions. Thia statement of hia came to the 
ears of the court of inquiry, and last 
nisbt an officer was sent to Senor Cabal- 
lero to ask him if be would appear as a 
witness before the court. He announced 
bis willingness to do so. 

Madrid, Feb, 23.— As the question of 
the purchase of Cuba is again pushed at 
Washington, it may be of use to state, 
on the highest authority, that Spain will 
never, no matter what government ia in 
power, consider any auch auggeation or 
any compromise in Cuba beyond the 
broad measure of autonomy drafted by 
the Liberal government. This is an 
absolute, irrevocable decision. The peo- 
ple who anggest anything else are wast- 
ing time and arousing unfounded hopes.

Verdict lieceived With Popular Ac^ 
claim m a Viudicatiou of 
the Army. 

Pakis, Feb. 23.— The Zola trial con 
eluded to-day, and the jury retiring at 
(1:30, were absent about half an hour 
The following questions were put: First 
—Is M. Perrieux guilty of having slan- 
dered the firat council of war of Paria by 
publishing in L'Aurore an article signed 
by M. Zola, containing the following at- 
tacks? (Hero followed the passages on 
which the indictment waa baaed.) Sec- 
ond— la M. Zola guilty of having pro- 
vided M. Perrieux and other editora 
with the meana of committing thia slan- 
der? 

Both questions were answered in the 
affirmative and the judge declared that 
there was no extenuating circumstances. 
M. Zola was then sentenced to one year's 
imprisonment and to pay a fine of 3,000 
francs, the maximum punishment. M. 
Zola on hearing the verdict cried: "They 
are canaille." 

M. Perrieux, the manager of L'Aurora, 
in which Zola published hia Esterhazy 
charges, waa condemned to four montha' 
imprisonment and 3,000 francs fine. 

Frantic bravos greeted the announce- 
ment of M. Zola's sentence and a scene 
of intense excitement followed. M. La- 
borie, M. Perrieux and aome of the 
others present embraced M. Zola.' 

There was extreme tension in court 
while the jury waa in retirement and the 
public was on tenterhooks until the ver- 
dict waa rendered. Then the people 
present burst into tremendous applause. 
In the meantime all the approaches to 
the palace of justice had been cleared, 
the police commiasary changed with the 
safety of M. Zola saying that he 
could not guarantee the latter's 
safety until the streets were in thorough 
control of the police. JCxceptional 
measures were taken as the public em- 
erged from the court. Outside the 
building there waa terrific cheering, 
especially on the appearance of the offi- 
cers who had figured in the 
trial. They were almoat carried in 
triumph aa shouts of " Death to the 
Jews" reaounded on all aides. A num- 
ber of violent fights ensued and a police 
• secretary waa slightly injured. The mob 
seemed to be delirious, shrieking cheers 
for the array and howling "Down with 
the JewB " with fierceneaa. 

M. Zola emerged from the court at 
7 :50 p.m., and hia appearance was the 
signal for tumultuous denunciations and 
insults and shouts of " Down with Zola," 
" Death to Zola." The crowd made a 
mad rush after the carriage but a 
strong bulwark of police inter- 
vened and saved him from the 
fury of his denunciators. A large 
force of police were stationed thia even- 
ing in the neighborhood of Zola'a reai 
dence. Many persona called, but all 
w ere informed by the servanta 'that M. 
Zjla had not returned but was dining 
in town. M. Zola returned home about 
midnight without further incident. The 
city ia calm.

Thorns and Spies That Protect Plants 

From Tliclr t^ueiiilen. 
"E'lnnts and Their Enemies" is tho 
title of an article by Thomas K. Kear- 
ney, .Ir., in St. >;icbQlas. Mr. Kearney 
says : 

There are a thousand things that 
threaten the well being and even tho 
life of every tree and shruh and lowly 

herb. Too i.;;!ch lieat or too little works 
groat harm to plants. Then there aro 
all uuinuor of wasting diseases cau.sed 
by other tiny plants called fungi and 
bacteria. Mauy largo animals, as horses 
and cows and sheep, live by grazing tho 
herbage and grass or browsing the foli- 
age of trees and shrubs. Of course they 
greatly injure tho plants thoy feed upon 
and tlierefore many plants aro in ono 
way or another protected against such 
attacks. 

Did yon ever stop to think why this- 
tles aro so well armed with sharp prick- 
les or why tho ugly I'oadsido nettles are 
furnislii'd with stinging liairs? Notice 
cattle grazing iu a liold where thi.stles 
or nettles grow, fcieo how careful they 
aro to let those disagreeable plants 
alone. That is the reason for the stings 
and the spines. See this houei' locust 
troe hristlmg with its horrid array of 
tliroo pointed thorns. What animal is 
brave enough to try to rob it of its 
leaves or gri.'at pods'^ Hawthorns, too, 
and rosidjushes and blackberry briers 
all liaso their sliarp little swords and 
d.iggi rs to defend themselves against 
bniw.^iiig animals. 

Out on t!ii; wide, hot deserts of Ari- 
zuiui and New ."\lo.\ioi) thoso odd plants, 
tho cactuses, grow in great numbers, 
fconio of them take strange shapes — tall, 
fluted columns, branching candelabra or 
moro round balls, liko the melon cactus. 
Thuy are almost tho only plants t ha t grow 
in Sdine [larts of that country, and thert! is 
always ])lenly ot sap inside their tongh 
si: ins. Tu tho hungry and thirsty crea- 
tun s that roam tlioso dreary wastes in 
Ki arch of food and water they aro very 
tempting. Were they not in some wtiy 
protected th(,'S0 cactii.sos would soon bo 
intirely destroyed, but nature h.as made 
them to bo like strong forts or great 
armored battleships among plants. They 
are guarded by all sorts of sharp spines 
and prickles and fine hairs that horn 
when they get into the llesli.

TEE NA VIQATION 

' : ' . .; OF TITE YUKON. 

We aeain draw kttention to the neces- 
Bity for altering the coaBting regulations 
BO far as they apply to the navigation of 
the Yukon. Under these as they now 
stand, Canadian goods inuat bo sent up 
that river in Canadian bottoma, and 
from preeent indications there will be a 
very limited number of these available. 
It ia to be 'remembered that the condi- 
tions Btifrounding the navigation of the 
Yukon are exceptional. The river is 
only open for a very short time each 
year, and pereoua having goods to move 
must therefore seize upon every oppor- 
tunity of doing BO that oflfera. Hence, if 
it is to be that only Canadian veBsels can 
carry Canadian goods, the purchaserB of 
the latter, to be carried by the water 
route, will be very seriously liandi- 
cipped. On the Coast there is likely to 
be Budicient available tonnage to carry 
everything that oU'ers. At least there 
will be no prohibition of Canadian busi- 
ness by the enforcement of the regala- 
tion ; but it will be quite otherwise on 
tne Yukon. 

We feel sure that when this matter ia 
brought to the iittention of the 13oinin- 
ion government, they will aea how im- 
portant it is to except the Yakoa from 
the operation of the regulation govern- 
ing the coasting trade. Our repreeenta- 
tivea in parliament ought to take this 
matter up without delay. If they feel 
tliat their hands will be atrengthened by 
II resolution of the Board of Trade, we 
are quite sure that one will be passed on 
very short notice. 

Our Ottawa despatch, received since 
the aforegoing waa in type, shows that 
the change above suggested has been 
made, but we print the article without 
alteration bo as to show the reason why 
the action referred to haa been taken.

They 
could probably havedonO'SO; but a gov- 
ernment cannot always afford to wait for 
people of this class to come along with 
their offers. We do not say that better 
terms might not have been got than 
those agreed upon with Messrs. Mac- 
kenzie and Mann, but we do say that 
Canada can afford to give a large area of 
unprodtuftive land for the pbrpoae of 
haying an all-Oanadian road built into 
her northern gold fields. 



,AGRICULVURAL INTERESTS. 

We feel confident that any plan which 

the government may submit to the house 
for the advancement of the agricultural 
interests of Britiah Columbia will bo re- 
ceived with aa careful consideration by 
the members aa the merits of such an 
important department of industry de- 
serve. Vast as are oar mineral posBi* 
bilities, they must not be allowed to ob- 
Bcure, even temporarily, the anqueetion- 
ably great prosperity for this province 
which will result from the full utiliza- 
tion of its adaptation to the varioua de- 
partmentB husbandry. 

The wealth taken out of a country ia 
valuable to it chiefly because of what is 
expended within the country in exploit- 
ing it, "We may be able to present a 
dazzling array of statistics showing our 
annual output of gold and silver, but un- 
less the province is able to produce 
within itself the greater part of the food 
products consumed in minioE theae 
metals, it stands in the position of a 
middleman, doing basicesa on a amall 
commission. Its transportation lines 
and its merchants li^ndle the goods con- 
sumed by the miners, and the former 
carry away the bullion, but the great 
profit on the whole transaction ia ae- 
cured by the people elsewhere who pro- 
duce the food, and the outaide capitalists 
who own the miuea. If we could 
produce in British Columbia all the food 
that will be used in this province alone, 
not to 8i)eak of the Yukon, uot only 
would agriculture be in an exceedingly 
healthy and prosperous condition, but 
every department of trade and industry 
would be vastly stimulated. Besides 
this an enormous amount of permanent 
wealth would be added to the province 
in the shape of improved farms, build- 
ings, live stock, and so on. 
Our own view of the case, and it is not 

-a hastily formed conclusion, is that there 
is no one line connected with agricul- 
ture which it will pay the province as 
well to stimulate aa dairying. One of 
the leading authoritiea in the world on 
such subjects, Professor Eobertaon, ha.s 
said that judicious dairy farming means 
success in all lines of agriculture. Dr. 
Twitchell, one of the most prominent 
authorities on matters relating to farm- 
ing in the United States, has gone on 
recnrd with the aame opinion. The 
re.teon asai<^ne(l by botli of lliein is tlmt 
when once a farmer begins to reuliy.e the 
profit there is in carrying on his oper- 
ations in a buainesB-like way he will 
find many avenues of success which he 
never dreamed existed. The direct ad 
vantage of successful dairying ia very 
great, but it is uot equal to those benefits 
which are indirect. 
JloUiiug theae views it was with great 

oatisfactiou that we read what the 

fipeech from the thronee had to 

aay about dairy farming. We be 

lieva a wise policy for the promotion 

of this industry means not only that we 

will have more and hotter butter and 

cheese i)rodiiced in the ])ro\'ince, but 

that we will have better livo atock and 

more of it, including better horses and 

better hogs. One of the moat interest- 
ing papers that ever came under our 

noticeVas one dealing with horae-raising 

as an adjunct to dairy farming. Poultry 

raiaing and dairying go together in the 

moat natural way; so also do liog raising 

and dairying. Indeed it ia impoaaible to 

suggest any lino of husbandry that is not 
. Stimulated and made more iJirofiUble by 

dairy farming wisely cohdticted. It will 

.pay the province well to spend money 

liberally in order to encourage this iii- 

tluHtry, provided, of conree, that the 

money is l.iid nut judicioualy. We hnvo I ima yet to '.bo proved a permaupnt 
■one of the beet countries in the world by j source of buaineas. We regard the 



CANADA FOR CANADIANS. 

We have very much satisfaction in re- 
producing the following from the Toronto 
Globe. It is satisfactory becauae it has 
the right rine about it, and alao because 
it shows that the most influential organ 
of the Laurier ministry recognizes the 
duty of the government in the premiaea : 
Canada cannot be cloaed out of her 
own territory. We believe we speak the 
mind of every section of the country 
when we express the determination not 
to be tricked or intimidated out of our 
natural rights in that legiou. If the 
United States congress thinks proper to 
break a treaty in order to back up the 
game of Tacoma and Seattle, our govern 
ment will have to proceed forthwith to 
meet the situation. It will necesaitate 
more extecaive railway building than 
was at lirat contemplated, and our 
American friends can be assured that we 
will not be balked in our resolution to 
obtain-free and unhampered commnui 
cation with our posaesBiona in that die 
tant part of the Dominion, If the moat 
absolute guarantees are not obtained on 
this point no time should be lost. The 
great rush will be during this coming 
year. Canadian merchants should get a 
big share of the harvest, and the ad 
ministration will find the country at its 
back in any measure calculated to en- 
sure this. 

We feel very safe in saying that if the 
Dominion government will adopt a vig 
orous policy in order to secure at the 
earliest poasible day a railway from Tel 
egraph Creek to the coast of British Col- 
umbia the people of this province will to 
a man support it, if its conditions are at 
all reasonable. It would perhaps be bet' 
ter if the government could be induced 
to take this particular piece of road in 
hand and build it as acoveriunent work, 
so as to avoid any question as to the 
amount of eubsidy to be given ; but ttiis 
seems impossible. Tlio government 
does not appear inclined to embark 
upon the policy of governmental rail 
way construction in the Northwest, and 
we do not know that we are dispoaed to 
argue in favor of it. At least tor the 
present we muBt deal with things 
they are. It is of no use to discuaa 
the construction of a railway to the 
Yukon by the government, because 
there ia not tiie leaat likjlihood of eucli 
a line of action being decided upon. If 
there had been any possibility of it, tlie 
assurance given by Sir Chauea Tupper 
that he would depart from his usual 
policy and favor a govermoat line would 
have led the government to have 
brought down a measure to build 
the road at the public expense. 
We are aatisfled that we must 
diamiaa the idea of government construc- 
tion and look to the work beini; done by 
private contractors. Tljia being the 
case, the question of subsidy at once 
ariees, and as time is such a very essen- 
tial part of the whole arrangement, the 
subsidy must be liberal. It costs very 
much more to build a railway quickly 
than it does to do so at leisure, 

There ia one thin;,' to be said in favor 
of such a Bubaidy as that promised to 
Meaara. Mackenzie & Hann, namely, 
that in such a c&ae it ia the contractors 
who take all risks in regard to the per- 
manency of the Northwest gold fields. 
The government is not out a dollar. 
They give up land which may of course 
be exceedingly valuable, but the con- 
tractorb take the chance of the bottom 
falling out of the whole Yukon, figura- 
tively speaking. It might be difiicult 
for a government to'insfcify a" very large 
expenditure of money on the conatruc- 
tion of a railway to a country, which, 
liowever promlainti it appears to be. 



THE UNITED STATES 

AND SPAIN. 

It ia very probable that the oauae of 
the catastrophe which destroyed the 
battleship Maine will remain a myatery, 
The terrific force of the explosion ap' 
pears to have so completely shattered 
the vessel that it will be little else than 
guess work attempting to decide whence 
the destroying blow came. This ia very 
unfortunate, because it will leave the 
mind of the people of the United States 
in a disturbed condition. Already there 
are signa that little will be necessary to 
precipitate a crisis. Inlluonlial papera 
treat the matter thus : They say that 
threats were made as to what would lie 
done in case a United States war vessel 
sailed into Havana harbor. They add 
that the sailors from the Maine were 
constantly insulted when ashore, and 
every disrespect was shown to the Hag of 
their country. They speak of the very 
great precautions taken on board every 
man-of-war to prevent accidents of this 
kind, and they have unearthed 
a number of so • called experts 
who insist that accident is out 
of the question. This sort of 
thing, added to the temper in which ti.e 
people of the United States have for 
some time been towarda Cuba, will pro- 
duce a condition of things very much 
like that existing in the magazine of the 
ill-fated vesEel,and an explosion may 
occur at any moment. 

It is evident that unless it can be 
made to appear positively that the ex- 
plosion was the result of some force act- 
ing from the outside, Spain cannot 
accept any responaibility for it, and noth- 
ing that she can do will tend to amelior- 
ate the temper of the people of the 
United States towards her, and the two 
countries may be forced into war merely 
as a consequence of harsh language to- 
warda each other. The De Lome in- 
cident atill rankles in the American 
mind. Spain has apologized for it, and 
therefore in a diplomatic senBO the in- 
cident is at an end, but the papers are 
still talking about it. Gongresa haa so 
far been remarkably reticent, but this 
happy condition of thinga ia not likely to 
continue for any length of time. We re- 
gard the aituation as very serious.

Instead 
he prefers to steal, and in consequence 
as soon almost as he finishes one term of 
imprisonment he is again in the 
clutches of the law. There are four 
charges of stealing against him thia time 
One is for stealing a brand new pair of 
blankets from the bedroom of a houae 
on Yatea street f then he stripped 
laundry line of some of the linen be- 
longing to one of the members of the 
legislature; next he walked into Wab 
King's place and appropriated the 
Chinaman's best pair of trouBers, and as 
a flniaher he Btole a butcher knife from 
Ah Benn. All these together are likely 
to give Mooney a nice little retirement 
in the provincial jail, if they are proved. 

A LETTER juat received from Dawson 
City from Stanley Cameron, of Victoria, 
who with hia father has been in the Yu- 
kon since last summer, states that the 
cold weather is by no means un- 
pleasant. Mr. Whitlaw, formerly of 
Victoria, has locatfed a couple of quartz 
claime, which he has bonded for ^5,000, 
an evidence that quartz mining is at- 
tracting a good deal of attention as well 
as does the placer ground in the Yukon. 
Up in Dawaon City, if a man rose with 
the aun just now he would get up about 
noon and at half-past two he would find 
it sundown, so the days are fairly short. 
David Spencer and Mr, John Cameron 
are partners in a claim on Moose Horn 
creek, and Mr. Spencer was offered ,^2,- 
000 for a quartz claim he has on All 
Gold. Young Cameron is in the swim, 
too, for he haa just bonded a claim on 
Moose Horn KSi $2,000. Bert Shotbolt, 
of Victoria, ia doing well, the letter 
states, on a lay on No. 1 Bonanza, the 
dirt going 75 centa to the pan. People 
are stampeding to new creeks every day. 
There ia a good deal of eicknesa in the 
Golden City, for forty patienta were laid 
up in hospital at the time of writing. 

Mil. Ei.>."ftii I'\ CASriiii-L, general agent 
of the Dyea-Klondike Transportation 
Co. was in the city yeaterday. Mr. Cas- 
ell was painfully injured during \,^o 
atorir.y passage of tlie IClder, eiietainint; 
a aerioiiB injury to hia knee. The com- 
pany which he fepresentB have recently 
completed an extensive wharf and ware- 
house at Dyea, and are alao engaged in 
the transport of goods over tiie Dyea 
pass. The wharf ia well sheltered, with 
a depth of thirty feet of water at its face 
at the lowest stage of the tide, while the 
warehonse haa a capacity of 2,000 tons. 
Hitherto it has been necessary to lighter 
all freight from steamers or from Skag- 
way, but with the facilities now pro- 
vided by the Dyea company thia ex- 
penaive operation is rendered unneces- 
sary. The United States relief expedi- 
tion landed with 80 men and 200 tons of 
eupplies, and were in camp live miles 
out ten hours after docking. The com- 
pany have also erected a hotel for lodg- 
ing and dining 200 people, while there is 
an excellent camping ground for tlipao 
who deuiro to go under canvas. There 
is alao an abundant supply of pure water 
at Dyea, a fact of imnortance, when it is 
considered that the Dyea and Skagway 
rivers are filled with the bodies of dead 
horses. >.

The speech from the throne was 
finally disposed of in the legislature yes- 
terday, only three of the paragraphs of 
the address in reply being opened to die- 

cuBsion by proposed amendmenta. These 
in turn were overwhelmingly negatived, 
'and the government's resolution was 
eventually passed as presented. Con- 
sideration was then given to Mr. Cotton's 
anti-mortgage tax resolution, upon which 
the most interesting debate of the day 
arose, being adjourned on the presenta- 
tion by Major Mutter of an amendment, 
the relevancy of which is challenged by 
the senior member for Vancouver City. 
Yeaterday's proceedings were introduced 
with Drayera by liev. A. B. Winchester. 

Mr. Sword (Dewdney) resumed the de- 
bate on the third aeotiou of the resolu- 
tion in reply to the address, which re- 
fera with gratification to the increased 
revenue of the province and the greater 
development of its resources. Turning 
to the public accounts as presented, the 
member for Dewdney spoke of the in- 
crease in the receipts over last year as 
not being more than might have been 
expected, conaidering that soma of the 
old arrears were probabir>A included in 
the amounts. He remaiked that he 
would like to call the finance minister's 
attention to the fact that the accounts as 
kept made no distiBCtion between the 
arrears and the year's revenue proper, 
and he hoped that the Provincial Secre- 
tary would consult with the houae before 
repeating the muddle he had already 
made o' the regulations underthe Water 
Clauses act. 

Mr. Kellie (North Weat Kootenay) 
could not see that it was a source of 
gratification to the province that only 
^200,000 had been apent in West Koote- 
nay when that district had to pay 4^^150,- 
000 to tho revenue. The member lor 
Lillooet .Sioddart) had compliment- 
ed the giA-eiument on buildmg rail- 
roads, buD not one dollar had the gov- 
ernment expended for railwaya in hia 
(Rlr. Kellie's) district. True they had 
guaranteed the bonds on the Nakusp & 
Slocan, but that was not the same as 
giving $750,000 to the E. & N. railway. 
(Cries of No! Nol) Well, it waa the 
Dominion government gave the money 
to the province to make over 
to the railway. He took excep- 
tion to the .'fS mining licenee paid 
by miners, and claimed thin was 
unfair, as the farmers in their diatricte 
should be just as properly called upon 
to pay a $5 tax. Then he objected to 
the taxation of :flOO on mining compa- 
nies. How would the Premier like to 
have to pay a taz'of $100 before he could 
sell goods in hia store. 

Hon. Mr. Turner— I pay $800 for a 
icense. 

Mr. Kellie maintained that the gov- 
ernment should be ashamed of itself, in- 
stead of calling that kind of revenue a 
source of gratification. 

The clause, after some further debate, 
waa passed, an amendment for its elimi- 
nation, proposed by Mr. Kellie and Mr. 
Humes, being rejected on the following 
division ;

No further discuseion arose until 
clause S was reached of the resolution in 
re;)ly, this section foreshadowing the re- 
distribution of the electoral districts of 
the province. Upon this, 

Mr. Semlin thought that it would be 
well not to increase the number of rep- 
resentatives in the house, while provid- 
ing for a fairer distribution according to 
population. He regretted that the gov- 
ernment was still temporiziag in the re- 
distribution matter, and in concluding 
hia remarks proposed as an amendment 
to add as a rider to the clause, " and wo 
trust that such measure will rectify ex- 
isting irregularitiea in the representation 
witliout increasing the preaent number 
of members and will provide for equal 
representation to constituencies similar- 
ly situated." 

The aenior member for Vancouver, 
Mr. Williams, seconded the amendment. 

Hon. Mr. Turner replying to tho ob- 
servations of the opposition leader stated 
that tho government would give the re- 
distribution measure most careful con- 
sideration, so as to ensure just repre- 
sentationin all parte of the province. 
He could not agree with members oppo- 
site that the present should be a final 
redistribution. He had great hopes in 
British Columbia, and should be sorry 
go think that the province had ceased its 
trowth. It waa very apparent that the 
country was progressing more rapidly 
now than in 20 years past, and that 
therefore the electoral diatriiits must be 
aubject to rearrangBment a few years 
hence. Yet the opposition asked that a 
final redistribution should be made at 
tho present time. The last rediatribu- 
tion measure had been juat and fair to 
the province under tho conditiona pre- 
vailing at the time of its enactment, and 
this session's measure would be found 
even improving on thia past legislation, 

Mr. Forster asserted that it waa not a 



Premier had aaid in efTect that bo long 
as population waa increasing a fair mea- 
sure of redistribution would be withheld. 
As to the last redistribution measure, 
he maintained that it bad been emi- 
nently unfair, particularly aa it gave 
two members to Eaquiraalt with its four 
hundred voters, and but one to the 
Delta with ita electorate of eleven hun- 
dred. 

Hon. Mr. Turner corrected tho last 
speaker, who had either misunderstood 
or waa purposely miE(iuoting liim. He j 
had not said that the government would | 
not give a fair redistribution at the 
present time— quite the contrary — but 
that a final rediatribution just now was 
impoaaiblo. 

Mr. Booth took exception to the 
asaumption that any measure would be 
submitted to the house that would be 
unjust, and field that the amendment 
proposed was out of order aa disrespect- 
ful to the Crown. 

Mr. Speaker held tliat the amendment 
was neither disrespectful nor irrelevant, 
and 

Mr. Sword contended that the last 
measure of redistribution had been un- 
just, and the house in consequence had 
a right to ask for assurance that the 
present measure would be more catis- 
factory before pasaing the clause under 
consideration. 

Dr. Walkem took the point of order 
that notice should have been given of 
sued) an amendment, quoting May (page 
171) in Bupport of his position. Thedis- 
cuesion waa immediately diverted to the 
point or order, in answer to which Mr. 
Smith ( Weat Lillooet) referred to the 
ninth edition of May (pnge223), and Mr. 
Kellie (North West Koetenay) proposed 
a further 48-hour adjournment of the 
debate in order that members might 
have time to .consider and introduce 
amendmente. 

In reply to Dr. Walkem, Mr. Speaker 
quoted May's Practice (pages 275, 236 
and 27G), ruling that the objection taken 
should not be sustained. J 

No further debate arreine on tho 
amonument, it waa put to vote and neg- 
atived, the section passing aa originally 
framed on the following division :

i ^Section .12—" That it is pleasant to 
Jhear that the timber industry has shown 
marked improvemeat durinj; the year " 
T-beingreached , 

■ Mr. Kennedy moved, seconded by Mr. 
Kidd, to add to the clause : " And we 
troat that for the benefit of the province, 
and all concerned in the lumber busi- 
liees, some measure providing for log- 
scaling by the government wul be laid 
before us." . 

The mover brieQy explained the BOOpe 
and object ol hia resolution, maintain- 
ing that tlio log-scaling leKislation of a 
few years iiRO tiad been in the proper 
direction, and sbould have been con- 
tinned in force. It was on the right 
lines, just and fair to all parties, and 
ai)proved by all who wished to deal hon- 
estly in the matter of scaliue;. 

Dr, Walkem hold that the parties 
chiefly iutereated hud not espresaed a 
desire tor the coutiniiationof the govern- 
ment scaling ot lo^s; that in fact this 
waa both expensive and at the same 
time iinnccesBary, aa so decided at a 
general meetiiiR of loggers held only a 
few weeUa ago in Vancouver, when these 
practical men had intimated that they 
were not prepared to accept government 
scaling and scalers. He argued that it 
would be time enough to make the 
cluini^e proposed when the millmen and 
logsers applied for it by petition to the 
house. 

Mr. Sword commented that the Brit- 
ish CoUimbia scale was still in force 
throughout the province, not the Spald- 
ing scale. It was manifestly unfair un- 
less the scaling oi all logs were carried 
on aa rcconiinended by the house com- 
mittee, and as things wore at present 
thodiahoueat inillmeu were cinching the 
loggers. 

The amendaient was rejected by the 
house, and the clause immediately there- 
after piissed, 15 to 12, the resolution in 
reply being at once agreed to in its en- 
tirety and passing through the usual 
forma. 

PRIVILEGB. I 

Mr. Forater directed the attention of 
the hoiiBO to tho fact that, while at the 
last sitting of tho house, he had answered 
tlie denial by the member for South 
Nrtuaiino of hia atatement that the peo- 
ple of Nanaimo had opposed tlie Esqui- 
mau it Xauaimo railway grant, by stat- 
ing that the people of Nanaimo had pe- 
titioned against that grant, the petition 
f being on the records— the Colonist re- 
port of the proceedings contained no ref- 
erence to hia'explanation. 
• Hon. Mr. Turner bad also a question 
of privilege, arising out of the reports in 
the Times and News- Advertiser of hie 
remarks with reference to the London 
Statist. He had not said that the Stat- 
ist was a Bcurriloas paper, but that cer- 
tain papers in this province had 
treated in a scurrilous manner the 
same subject which the Statist had 
dealt with. He referred also to the 
comment upon the incident published 
by the Newa-Advortiser, in which it was 
attempted to contradict what he had 
said about the Statist by saying that 
Hon. Mr. Gladstone had testified to it as 
an authority on linancial subjecta. The 
connection here was far from clear, but 
what he wished to deal with was the 
matter of his alleged naming of the 
Statist as a scurrilous paper — which he 
had not done. What tie had said was 
that if one paid the Statist enough for 
its advertising it would give the project 
advertised " a good send-ofF." Another 
point which he wished to deal with as a 
privilege atose out of the report in the 
UoLONiST that be had objected to the 
consideration of the reply resolution 
seriatim — this he had not done, while 
bKpresBing himself as convinced that no 
good could result from going all over the 
diacuaaiou that had already occupied a 
week and more. 

Mr. ^A'ord, under tho same order of 
privilege, referred to the reply of the 
Attorney-General to hia curfew law 
question. Hon. Mr. I'lberts had inti- 
aimted that he had been reaponsible for 
the omiaaion of an age limit in the act, 
Aa ft matter of fact this had been pur- 
posely left blank, to be Oiled in by the 
revisers. 

Dr. Walkem, as questions of privilege 
appeared to be in order, urjted tnat bet- 
^r provisions be made for members, in 
the matter of a room, which they at pre- 
sent sadly lacked. 

Major Mutter and Mr. Williams sup- 
ported this request, and Mr. Speaker 
said that it would receive immediate at- 
tention. 

Hon. Mr. Martin — It ia already ro- 
ceiviug attention. 

Tin; TAX ON M0HTCiA(il;S. 

Pursuant to notice, Mr. Cotton moved, 
seconded by Mi. Semlin, " Tuat in the 
opinion of tiiia bouae the double taxa- 
tion involved in the present ayatem of 
taxing mortgages ia an injustice." 

Thy mover lield that the amendment 
of existing icgialation in relation to the 
morti;iiKe tax had long been admitted 
to be deirable by members on both sides 
of the house, and had been promised by 
three snccesaivo premiefs of the prov' 
ince— Hon. Mr. Robaon, Hon, Mr, 
l)ivie, and Hon, Mr. Turner, It had 
been urged in explanation of the delay 
in carrying out these promiseB of re- 
form that ttjo revenue from the] mort- 
gage tax waa niiiuireil by tho province, 
but now that the provincial revenue had 
so greatly expanded, tho province could 
no doubt gel along without this Bmnll 
contribution, the collection of which 
bore :-;) hard upon the poor people. 
Quibbling over tlio matter was unneces- 
Bury— the iniin who had to obtain money 
by mortgaging bia ])roperty was the 
man who in reality had to pay the mort- 
gage tax, and thua he waa compelled to 
pay more taxsa on hia property than the 
man who was iiot compelled to borrow. 
He had to pay double tribute— both in 
the form ot taxes on his property and 
taxes on the loan, this double taxation 
often falling very heavily upon him at 
a time when he waa least able to bear it. 

Hon. Mr. Pooley had opposed similar 
roaolutiona before, and as his views woie 
unchanged on the subject involved again 
opposed tlio propo3al brought before the 
house. The tax complained of waa a 
))eraonal property tax, and if paid as 
alleged by the mortgagor, it was not by 
atatutory obligation hut by tho mortgug- 
or'a own contract and volition, and 
therefore a matter with which the house 
had not to deal. If it was desired to 
make illegal all obligations which it was 
posaible for a peraoii to take upon him- 
aelf by contract, taxation must ceaao en- 
tirely. If the changoa suggested were 
made the result would not be in the end 
altered— for if the personal property tax 
wttB to be £lx<id upon tbe lender of money 
.^ithout'bla beihg able to secure it from 
thie 'borrower,' the lender would simply 



make up for the change by increasing 
his rate of interest. It was a fallacy to 
suppose for a moment that if this tax 
were removed th^, People who borirowed 
money would.have a cent leas to pay. 

Mr." Sword— Do I understand the presi"' 
dent of the council to say ' this ia not 
double taxation? 

Hon, Mr, Pooley— I certainly thought 
that I had made myself clear— it ia not 
double taxation, tor there ia ho atatutory 
obligation upon the borrower or mortga- 
gor — if ho assumes the liability it is by 
voluntary contract. 

Mr. Sword supported the roaolution, 
holding that the mortgage tax if not 
technically such, was to practical pnr- 
poaes, doulilo taxation, 

Hon. Col. Baker opposed the resolu- 
tion aa a mere election scheme, the 
position of the matter having been 
clearly set forth bv the president of the 
council. Ko doubt the borrower waa 
practically thouah not legally compelled 
to bear the burden of the impost, but 
altering the law as vvaa proposed would 
allbrd no relief to the borrower. 

Mr. Williams congratulated all who 
opposed the resolution upon their good 
luck in being monied men, which would 
account for their opposition. Ho held 
that necessity waa aa strong aa law in 
compelling the borrower at present to 
aaeuine the payment of tbe mortgage 
tux, and pointed out that this tax had 
been held to be undesirable, and accord 
iugly abolished in the Province of On- 
tario. British Columbia ahould follow 
tho example thus set, and iilao abullBh 
tho tax, aa promised by threo euccoaaive 
premiers, the sense of tho province be- 
ing in favor of such abolition on tho 
ground that the tax bears unfairly on a 
portion of the population leaat able to 
bsar it. 

H m. ]\Ir. Tamer, as on paat occasions 
wliun the aame (lueation waa under de- 
bate, agreed witli much that tho opposi- 
tion bad said regarding the hardship not 
infrequently entailed on tho borrower by 
the payment of this tax. He had per- 
sonally felt it a hardship, but be know 
of other indirect burdens upon the 
pocket that were quite as objectionable 
— for example there was hardly a lease- 
holder in the country that did not 
assume some obligation not contem- 
plated by statute. The support of the 
senior member for Vancouver for the 
reaolution could easily be understood 
when it wag remembered that he repre- 
sented one of the laigest money-loaning 
corporations in the country, which did 
not forget to collect the tax from every 
borrower, and which would no doubt 
be among the firat to raise ita interest 
charges, in the event o' thia tax being 
abolished, making such legislative action 
the excuse. The premier denied that 
the piesent tax could fairly be described 
as dual taxation, which waa unconatitu- 
tional, aa the legislation provided for 
neither the assessment nor the collec- 
tion of the impost. It waa aimply a case 
of when a man wanted to borrow money, 
the lender said to him, " I have to pay 
thia tax if I lend, and I want you, aa a 
condition of the loan you seek, to con- 
tract with me to pay it for me." Us- 
ually the borrower did so, but it was vol- 
untarily. In the event of the exist- 
ing legislation being changed 
as desired. the loan companies 
would no doubt take advantage 
of the change to make extra interest oat 
of the borroivera— for these loan com- 
panies were not soft-hearted ; they got 
all they could. It was ([uito true that 
the government had for a long lime ))ast 
been considering how a change might be 
made to do away with the present hard- 
ships entailed, but no satisfactory solu- 
tion of the problem had yet presented 
itself. The former premier, now Chief 
Justice, had at one time proposed as a 
remedy the taxation of incomes derived 
from mortgages— but thia only brought 
the matter back to the starting place, 
for if incomes derived from mortgages 
were taxed, the lenders of money would 
make it a point to get back the money 
from their clients. The present reaolu- 
tion appealed chiefly to two classes 
the loan companies and the advocatea of 
single tax, for it it prevailed, tbe owner 
of a mortgaged farm would undoubtedly 
have to pay a yet iiigher tribute upon 
hia property. The Premier continued to 
vigorous review the numerous practical 
objections oireriog iu connection with 
the proposal of the third member for 
Vancouver, bis remarks, evidently well 
considered and based Upon careful in- 
vestigation, being listened to with close 
attention by both aides of the house. 
His conclusions were that the change 
asked for would be no improvement, 
while offering opportunities for even 
greater abusea than at present 
were complained of, Aa to the 
remarks of the senior member 
for Vancouver, ho noted that that mem- 
ber had been careful not to advocate in 
hia opposition to tho so-called dual 
taxation, that the citiea who collected 
the taxes omit from the aaeoaament rolls 
any mortgaged property. Tlie auni of 
the premier's concluaions waa iu favor 
of retaining the |)urBonal properly tax as 
at present until aoiiie more feaaitile 
ecliL-me jjreEented iteulf of meeting the 
pointa at issue. 

Mr. l''orater objected to some of tho 
conclueions drawn by the last speaker, 
maintaining that the element of compe- 
tition had been overlooked in the pre- 
diction that loan companies would make 
changes in tho personal property tiix 
llieir excnee for increasing rates, llu 
maintained that the repeal of the exist- 
ing tax would be beneticial to the bor- 
rower ; and aa to the point that abolition 
of this legislation would put more tax- 
ation on the unencumbered land, he 
quoted a well-to-do supporter of the 
change in his ov.'n dialrict as inquiring 
" who is better ablo to pay it than tho 
man who ia not burdened with debt?" 

Mr, Vedder favored tho resolution, 
holding that the mortgage tax aa at pre- 
sent collected bore unjustly on the |)oor 
man. 

Major Mutter took objection to botli 
the substance and the worOing of the 
roaolution, holding that tho man who 
lends should be the man to pay tho por- 
Honal property tax. Ha introduced as 
an amenilment tho following: 

"To add after tho word 'house': 
the personal property tax on moneys in- 
cluded in mortgage and taxed to the 
mortgagee is not double taxation," 

The question of the relevancy of the 
proposed amendment being challenged 
by Mr. Sword, it was debated at aomc 
length, tbe mover of the amendment 
finally moving adjournment of the 
debate. 

li. C. AT Tin; I'AIU.S KXl'OSITIOX. 

Mr. Ilolmcken moved, seconded by 
Hon. Mr. Turner: " Whereas, a world's 
fair is to be' held in Paris, France, in 
the year 1000: And whereas it wou d be 
intliB beat intereat of the provbn^n of 
iiritieh Columbia if aa complete a collec- 



Bourcea of tho province could he pro 
cured to be forwarded in due time to, 
such fair : Be it therfefore resolved, that 
this hbuae would re'apectfully urge upon 
the government of the'^'province of Brit- 
ish:' 06inmt>iii to take into early conaider- 
atioh the desirability of.j,tha province 
being properly irepresented in all 
branches of its vari?|i<>!eBoarces at the 
aaid fair," 

The mover briefly outlined the advan- 
tage that might be expected to accrue 
through British Columbia being ade- 
quately represented at the great Paris 
exhibition, and stated that the resolu- 
tion had the approval of the govern- 
ment. Ho suggested colonial co-opera- 
tion, but thought that; British Columbia 
should not lose the opportunity to mnke 
tbe best showing possible of her great 
resources. 

Hon. Mr. Turner, in seconding, said 
tl;at the government assented to the de- 
sirability of the proposed action, and 
proceeded to ompliaaizo the necessity of 
British Columbia being creditably repre- 
sented, not only aa part of the Dominion 
and of the Empire, but individually, as 
a land of great and rich resources. 

Mr, Semlin, leaving aside the desira- 
'oility of the proposed action, held that 
the resolution waa out of order, as in- 
volving an expenditure of public money. 

Thia point Mr. Speaker dlspoced of by 
saying that the Premier's assent was 
sufficient, and after further discuasion of 
tlie point taken, aa well as of the reaolu- 
tion, the latter waa adopted without a 
diviaion. 

Aa the motion waa put and carried, 
Mr. Ivellio got in hia linal word. He 
hoped, he said, that when tho time came 
to prepare tho provincial exhibit, tho 
government would not forget a model ot 
the Ivootenay cow — the cow that had 
supplied ^UOO.OOO worth of batter for the 
other parts of the province during tho 
year just past. 

The bouae will sit to-day at the usual 
hour. 

Mr. Speaker when he left the chair 
last evening did not observe that the 
member for Oomox was on his feet. Nor 
did he hear that gentleman's repeated 
attempts to attract his attention. Asa 
result what Mr. Hunter was .intending 
to aay is unrecorded 

Mr. R. P. Rithet, the senior member 
for Victoria City, has arrived to take hia 
seat in the legislature and his place on 
tho publi'; accounts committee. He waa 
admittedly the most conspicuous mem 
ber on the floor of the houee yesterday. 

The mining committee ia to meet at 10 
o'clock on Monday. Any person wiahing 
amendments to the Mineral or Placer 
Mining Act is requested to send sug- 
gested amendments to the chairman of 
tbe committee as soon as may be possi 
ble. 

As anoutcnmeof the discuaaionof yea 
terday Mr. Kennedy has given notice oi 
a aeriea of queations addressed to the 
Chief Oommissioner as to what rule logs 
are cut on leases, or on loggers' licenaca 
computed for revenue; by what rule ia 
tbe rebate computed on exported lum 
ber, and is it the government's intention 
to abolish the rel)ate or reduce the dues 
at all. Mr. Kidd ia anxious to learn 
from the Minister of Minea whether the 
provincial assessors place on the assess 
ment roll as personal property all shares 
in joint stock companies held by share 
holders. 

Notices based upon recent decisions of 
tho house coumiittee now adorn the 
handsome doora ot the legislative hall, 
tho following being samples: " These 
doora will bo eloaed while the liouse ia 
in session to all but members, ex-men 
hers, persons presenting cards signed by 
the Speaker, and Bolicitora and par 
liamentary agents when the bills they 
may have in charge are under diecna 
sion. A page will be in attendance to 
convey communications to and from 

members and officers of the bouse. 

"The'llbrary and reading room are ex- 
ciuaively for the use of members and ex- 
members of tho legislature during the 
session of tho legislature." Why ex- 
members of the legislature should be ad 
milled to the library while house re 
porters, who usually havebusinesa there 
daily — conatitutea another of Ihoac 
thiugs which "no fellow can find out." 

TUESDAY'S PROCEEDINGS. 

The following, being the concluding 
portion of the report of the proceedings 
in the provincial legislature, appeared in 
tho last edition of yesterday : 

Mr. Rithet said be waa sorry he had 
not been able to attend aa constantly aa 
ho could have wished this session, and 
consequently had not heard the diacus 
sion iu all its details ; but if all the re- 
marks were of the calibre of those ho 
had heard to-day from the leader of the 
opposition be concluded he had not lost 
much. (Laughter.) Great stress had 
been laid upon hia continued absence, 
but he did not think this bad in any 
way interfered with the business of 
the house. He felt that he ahould be 
honored by ench mention, especially aa 
when the member for Vancouver whs 
absent nonienlion wns made of it on tlie 
lloor of the hnuce. Ha diii not think 
that <iiscusHion of the ajieecli ahould be 
allowed to interfere with the buainesa of 
the lioase— what waa wanted was action, 
not talk. 

Mr. Hunter in rising to a point of 
order took the view that tho speech 
could not bo considered seriatim. 

Dr. Walkem quite ncreed that thia 
would ho a departure from the pioi;eilui o 
of the house, but he waa averse to cur- 
tailing in any way the free speech of any 
member. 

Col. Baker believed that any reason- 
able persoik would acknowledge that the 
subject had been very much diacuased 
—he might say exhausted, and it was 
simply wasting the time of the house to 
continue it farther. 

Mr. Turner said it had never been the 
intention to discuss it paragraph by pa- 
ragrajdi. 

Mr. Speaker ruled that it waa per- 
fectly in order to diecuaa tho speech 
seriatim, agreernent or no agreement. 
, I\Ir. Stoddart, in cnutinuing Ilia de- 
bate, thought conaiilorablo time had al- 
ready been lost. On the euhj-jct of the 
buildings, ho had been sorry to hear the 
senior member for Vancouver (Mr. Wil- 
liama) aay that they would bo all right if 
they were on the mainland. He him- 
self did not expect them to. cost quite so 
much, 

Mr. Williama denied . haviqg made 
such a statement, and Mr. Stoddart con- 
tinuing said, tbe statement was some- 
thing like that. The buildinzo would bo 
all right if at Vancouver or Westmin- 
Bter. He might mention that the vote 
had been carried by. a largo ma- 
jority, which included tho leader of 
tho opposition, He congratulated every 
mechanic who had been engage j on tho 
work. Referring to Kootonay, he snoke

tion as possible of the products and re- [of the cow which was said to have 



caused the great Are at Ohicago, saying 
that the government had been tbe cow 
which caused the prosperity in 
Kootonay. Aa to redistribution, he 
would stand by tbe government in 
whatever course they decided to pursue. 
Tho government bad encouraged dairy- 
ing in a most satisfactory way. Ho 
represented the most important dairying 
district in the province and was conao- 
quently in a position to speak 
on the subject. On the quefition 
of roads, he believed the roads 
were a credit to the province, 
and were much better on a whole than in 
Eastern provinces. As to tho Pember- 
ton Meadows road, tbe district was ao 
sparsely settled ho conldnotsee that the 
government would be juatifled in incur- 
rins! the expense of a wagon road. 

The first two sections of the address 
were read a aecond time without com- 
ment, but when the third section waa 
reached Mr. Cotton bad an amendment 
to offer. This third aection is the one 
congratulatine the houae on the de 
velopment of ihe province, and to it Mr. 
Cotton desired to add a clause trusting 
that iiifiaBurea would bo laid before tbe 
houBO abolishing the mortgage lax and 
doing away with the necessity of ialrar- 
ers in metalliferous mines taking out a 
free miner's license. 

He moved this as an amendment, sec- 
onded by Mr. Graham. 

Mr. Speaker ruled the amendment out 
of order on tho ground that it embodied 
a resolution of which IMr. Cotton had 
already given notice this session. 

Mr, Cotton appealed from this ruling, 
but the Speaker was sustained on the 
following diviaion :

Tho question, "What is toyecome of 

tl:o old mnn?" is ono that is frcciucutly 
iliscuKsod. Generiilly it is meant to ap- 
ply to men who b;ive not been ablo to 
save sunicient money to support them 
in their declining years and whoso eco- 
iioinic eliiciency has bccomo impaired 
by tbo passing of years. To be depend- 
ent upon their 'children or relatives is 
il bumilialiou tliat would imbitter fliat 
part of their lives which should bo free 
from caro. Tbo almshouse is a horror of 
degradation from which they shrink. 
In some countries thq govemmeiits havo 
endeavored to solve ibo problem by a 
system of labor pensions. This is doiio 
in Ucrmauy ; bnt, despite its merits, it 
still savors of charity or paternalism. 

A few individuals havo sought for a 
solution in this country. In at least ono 
community- the employer of 1,000 men 
insures tho lives of all his workmen up 
to ^53,000, aud after S.") years cf coutimi- 
ons service an cniployeo may rctiro and 
coutiuuo to draw full wages as long as 
bo Uvea. To do this tho employer says 
that it costs him not over 1 per cent of 
his wages account, which ho regards as 
the cheapest possible iusnr:wico against 
strikes und against the disturh;inco 
caused by con.stantlycbaugiiig his work- 
ing force. Ho puts hy every year tliat 
small percentage of his profits to thoac- 
count of wear and tear upon labor, jnst 
as ho does a larger iierceutage to tho ac- 
count of wear and te;\r upon iiiaebiiiury. 
llo IS an earnest advocate of a iinlioiutl 
labor pension aud insuranco system — not 
by the govemxqent, but by an associa- 
tion of employers. — New York Mail and 
1 express.

Dalby, who has been 
north in connection with his cannery in 
teresta on the Skeona river; Indian 
Agent and Mrs. Todd, who are down for 
a short vacation ; Miss Steele and about 
fifteen or twenty other Northern reei- 
dents, Capt. Steele was accompanied 
on the just completed trip by Oapt. J. 
D. Warren, who enjoys a reputation 
second to none as a Northern coast pilot, 
and whose services were required on ac- 
count of his familiarity witn the latter 
part of the run to Wrangel. 

THE " PAKSHAN's " ADVKHTDnE.

Klondikers continue to pour into the 
city from all parts of the world. Many 
arrived from the South yesterday and 
are busily engaged in outfitting, while a 
considerable number went North on the 
Danuble. Among those registered at 
the Dominion last night were forty-four 
hailing from Oakland, Santa Barbara, 
San Jose, San Francisco and other Cali- 
fornia points. 

F. C. Thiele and his partners, Ed 
Carlson and Chris. Larson, had only the 
highest praise to bestow upon the mer 
chants here for the courteous treatment 
they received. Mr. Theile is a mer- 
chant in Palo Alto, Cal., where he owns 
three stores. He says the price of pro- 
visions will be about the same as on the 
other side, but the dry goods are at least 
25 and in very mjany cases ^ per cent, 
cheaper than either Seattle or San Fran- 
cisco prices. He thought the Victoria 
merchants were trading upon a much 
smaller marjjinof profit than the Ameri- 
cans would be contented with. Mr. 
Thiele and his partners are loud in their 
praises of Victoriaand Victorians. They 
had heard a great deal against the 
Britishers and were consequently 
agreeably surprised. Thoy considered 
the people here very obliging, their con- 
duct in this particular being in strong 
contrast to that Mr. Thiele and hla 
friends had been used to. They also 
found the cuBtoma ofiSciala most polite, 
and tbe hotel accommodation good. Mr. 
Thiele has written to a number of hie 
friends telling them that Victoria is the 
place to outfit if they want to save 
money and get the very best goods. The 
party who are staying at the Australian 
hotel are an advance guard of many 
more. • They outfitted at J. Piercy & 
Co. 's and the Hudson's Bay Co., and 
are delighted with their treatment. 

Another party is composed of W. 
Houston, Robt. Polk, J. Wessel and 
Tfaeo. Meyer, all of San Francisco, who 
are going via the Stikine route to Teslin 
Like. Mr, Houston stated that they 
had got prices in 'Frisco, but had come 
on here, having heard of Victoria as an 
outfitting point. On comparing Vic- 
toria prices on groceries with those ob- 
tained in 'Frisco they found the mer- 
chants here were selling a much better 
quality of goods at the same prices, and 
be and his party were ahead tbe freight 
and duty. Mr. Houston was quite posi- 
tive as to tbe superior quality of the 
groceries sold here, While he said that on 
clothing the prices were all of 25 per 
cent, lower thap those given in San 
Franmsoo. Another thing very much in 
favor of Victoria was that the merchants 
here understood their business thor- 
oughly and knew just what was wanted, 
while if he and his party had purchased in 
San Francisco they would have been 
loaded up with a lot of good that would 
have turned out useless. Mr. Polk had 
written to a number of his friends tell- 
ing them to come straight to Victoria, 
and he said that if this city were only 
better known a very much larger por- 
tion of the trade would be secured to the 
merchants here. 

Louis M. Curry, of Chicago, leaves on 
the City of Seattle this morning. He 
stated that he and a number of others 
had outfitted in Chicago, and was much 
disappointed upon his arrival in Vic- 
toria to learn that he could not only 
have outfitted cheaper here, but have 
also saved the duty. While in Seattle 
he had obtained prices on an outfit, hut 
these could not cmipare with those rul- 
ing in Victoria. The Seatile merohanta 
on finding that he had outfitted in Chi- 
cago put their prices away down, but 
upon Mr. Curry sending round some of 
his friends to purchase their equipment 
the prices were run up again to their 
old figures. . Mr. Ourry "delighted 
with Victoria, and baid he was slmplv

^.^conlabeia to find such a beautiful 
olimaM Bb far north. He has written to 
his friends to buy everything in Vic- 
toria. 

Jacob Eul, of Chicago, and his part- 
ner, A. P. Shulz, of Maywood, \Vn., alsu 
left on the Danube last evening, taking 
with them some 1,500 pounds of grocer- 
ies besides ;other supplies. They are 
bound for the Stewart river, where Mr. 
Kul is interested in some claims. He 
stated that he had spent a considerable 
time on the Coast before coming to Vic- 
toria, and had obtained prices in Port- 
land, Tacoma and Seattle. He had 
found, however, that not only could he 
Bave money by purchasing here, but he 
felt confident none of the Victoria mer- 
chants would impose upon him in any 
way. He was delighted with the city 
and the treatment be had received, and 
was sending word to his friends to outfit 
here. He thought that if Americans were 
allowedjtocarry ofTOanadiangold without 
let or hindrance, the least they could do 
was to purchase their oiitlits in Canada. 

James K. Kidd, for fifteen years stage 
manager at Maguire'a operahouso, Butte 
City, Mont., is one of a party of tiiirty- 
Uve which arrived here from Seattle this 
morning to outfit for the North. He and 
his companiona have been putting in the 
day looking at goods and getting prices, 
and have decided that it is to their ad- 
vnntage to buy on this side; He spoke 
in the very highest terms of the mer- 
chants of Victoria, and said that the 
quality of goods carried here far sur- 
passed that of the goods displayed in 
Seattle. Mr. Kidd is taking in some 
material'wlth which to open up a show 
should the opportunity ofl'er, but he in- 
tends to try for the yellow metal first, 
commencing in the Northwest Terri- 
tories and working gradually towards 
Alaska. Another section of "the party 
have already gone up to try Copper river, 
or make an attempt to get into the 
country. 

I. Friend, Eiley Smith, Jas. Bunsek, 
of Chicago, and Wm. AlcCarthy, of 
Phcrnix, Arizona, arrived here yesterday 
morning with the intention of outfitting 
for the Yukon. Mr. McCarthy accom- 
panies the party as an expert miner, ho 
having spent many years in this biisi- 
neaa in the Western Btfttea. He spoke 
in the warmest manner of the city and 
the people in it, saying it was *' tho 
□iceat little town they had ever struck," 
'a)ad"'tha't the city was neat, clean, 
orderly, and (in moat pleaaiug contrast

with Seattle. He spoke in particularly 
high terms of the customs ofHciala, who 
had, he said, spared no pains to facili- 
tate his business. He had not had time 
to examine into the matter of prices 
very closely, although what he had aeeu 
of the goods and the few prices given 
him, impressed him in the most favor- 
able manner. The party will remain 
here for about nine days, their preeent

ANANIAS SUITH 



Tells How He and His Coaipanions BluHed 
tbe Mounted Police— Hairless 
Dogs. 

What is truly called an interestiug 
letter appears in the Fresno Republican, 
a California newspaper. It is from tho 
pen of A, Z, Smith, and is dated from 
the Klondike, on December 18. When 
one reads the letter, the'natural conclu- 
sion is that Mr. Smith's first name is 
Ananias, for tbe story he tells difTers en 
tirely from that of every other miner- 
American or Canadian — who has come 
in contact with the Mounted Police. Aa 
everybody knows, the police are only 
too willing to do all they can to assist 
the miners, but at the same time such a 
thing aa blufiing them ia impossible. 
Yet Mr. Smith pretends that the police 
tried to bully him until he frightened 
them by a show of resistance. Here ia 
Mr. Smith's story : 

" We had trouble with the Canadian 
police and almost had a shooting scrape, 
but we stood our ground. They have a 
station at White Horse liapids and an 
other on the Daleuthe trail. When wo 
stopped they wanted to unpack our 
otufi'. We would not lot them do so, 
and then they tried to make ua pay for 
camping ground. We would not do that, 
either, and there was a hot time for a 
few hours that night. When they saw 
that we would not be bluffed they said 
that we would see trouble before we got 
out of their country. I am not up here 
to be robbed, and I don't care what they 
say. A man has to be on the lookout 
or they will rob him of everything he 
has." 

Mr, Smith has a little tale, too, of the 
hairless doga he is introducing in tbe 
Yukon. 

" I will tell you about our dogs. The 
Alaskan dogs are all right, but the Am 
erican dogs are not very much good. In 
travelling on snow their feet ball up ' 
and they lie down and chew their paws. 
They pull the hair out of their toes, 
until their feet bleed and become so 
sore that they can't travel. Then we 
have to shoot them. We tried a scheme, 
though, that worked admirably. We 
tied them and burned all their hair off, 
and then burned their toes. Their feet 
didnotget sore after ttiey healed, and 
th(y were as good as any drg? we had."
